June 23 was the original 
school calendar closing date, 
with four snow days built in.

However, Old Man Winter has 
demanded a total of seven days 
so far. 

The committee last month 
decided not to make up time 
during next week’s February 
break, and Seifert said Tuesday 
night he also wouldn’t recom- 
mend shortening the April 
vacation. He felt, he said, that 
youngsters need a break during 
the ‘‘long haul’ between the 
February and April times off.

“Once a skid starts, vehicle 
weight shouldn’t make a 
difference. But in the case of 
vehicles on glare ice, a 
difference has “been well es- 
tablished.”’ 

A sub-compact car is likely to 
require a shorter distance in a 
panic stop on ice than a compact 
car. A compact car, in turn, is 
likely to require a shorter dis- 
tance than a standard car, accor- 
ding to committee findings.

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French Explains Reasons 
For Vote On Manager

Asserting that there was communica- 
tion between the selectmen and the 
manager in the evaluation process, Select- 
man Alan F. French told a group of local 
residents Tuesday night his reason for not 
renewing the manager’s contract was in- 
sufficent progress in the matters of im- 
plementing financial reporting and central 
purchasing. 

French held an open forum for con- 
stituents and those who wished to hear his 
reasons for the participating in the four to 
one vote not to renew the contract of Town 
Manager J. Maynard Austin when it ex- 
pires in June. 

The selectmen emphasized that he was 
acting on his own in conducting the public 
forum, although he was acting as a seleet- 
man, he was not speaking for the other 
three members who joined him in the 
vote. 

French said he had called the meeting 
as a method of responding to those who 
had written him and telephoned him on the 
matter of the manager’s contract. 

As for communication on the manager’s 
evaluation process, French said there had 
been many during his five years on the 
board. 

Town Manager J. Maynard Austin, after 
the Jan. 24 vote of the board not to renew 
the contract, had cited lack of com- 
munication a one of the problems during 
his tenure.

French said that since his election 
evaluative processes, either oral or 
written had been carried out in June, 1973; 
March, 1974; September of 1974 when 
Austin was re-elected to a three year 
term, April of 1975, May, 1975, January to 
June of 1976 during the Harbridge House 
consultant review and again in June of 
1976. 

French said there were at least three 
written evaluations provided the manager 
during the five year period he was on the 
board.

Prime purpose of the Harbridge House, 
French said, was to sit down with a third 
party on the very issues which had been 
causing a parting of the ways and 
“attempt to find mutual goals for a har- 
monious team." 

At this point French stressed there was 
never any time when Austin’s integrity 
was questioned. or his whole-hearted ef- 
fort to carry out his duties. 

The selectman then referred to his cam- 
paign goals both in 1972 and again in 1975, 
namely responsibility in fiscal affairs, in-

dustrial policy and land use policy. 

He said his priority was in the manage- 
ment of the town’s fiscal affairs. Many of 
the town processes, such as central 
purchasing and more effective financial 
reporting, were to be improved. 

“Time and again these subjects were hit 
upon in evaluation processes and despite 
very clear policy on the part of the 
selectmen, we were not making sufficient 
progress, “‘in my opinion,’”’ French said. 

“Either the manager was unable to 
carry out the policy or disagreed with it,”’ 
French commented, noting that only 
recently was there an appointment of a 
central purchasing agent. 

There was some progress but it was 
slow in budget policy and financial repor- 
ting, French said, adding that the ‘‘team’”’ 
(selectmen and manager) was unable to 
agree on the manner of implementing the 
techniques of reporting, such as high 
speed accounting systems. 

As for industrial policy, ‘‘there were and 
are differences of opinion, but as far as 
campaign goals are concerned, these are 
not as important as the financial reporting 
and fiscal matters,’ French said. 

“There was a point where your team 
could not function and after eight years, it 
was decided there should be a parting of 
the ways,’’ he said. 

French added that he had spent many

hours in the valuation process, ‘‘one ot tie 
most responsible jobs I have as select- 
man. If you had spent the time, as I have, 
and examined the matter, I think. vou 
would have voied as I did.”’ in concluding 
his commentary. 

Rev. J. Everett Bodge. pastor of South 
church, speaking as a resident, thanked 
French for the opportunity to discuss the 
matter, and asked if the other selectman 
might also do the same, and also why 
there was not more notice of the meeting. 
French said he spoke only for himself and 
felt that ‘‘at some point a selectman has a 
duty to respond to constituents.’’ 

As for his vote on the matter, ‘‘The team 
wasn't getting along on management 
issues, so it was time to go our separate 
ways.’ 

In response to a question on whether ef- 
forts had been to negotiate the 
differences, French said, the Harbridge 
House was the vehicle. The consultants 
were retained not as ‘‘just another consul- 
tant report on management of the town, 
but to act as a third party. The areas of 
difference were to great to bridge,’’ he 
said after the consultants had interviewed 
all selectmen, the manager and other 
department heads. 

Mrs. Margaret Keck, planning board 
member, asked if the selectman had con- 
sidered the manager’s relationships with 
town boards. 

French said that Austin had ‘high 
marks”’ in this area.

Do you ex- 
pect to find a man very easily, equal to the 
one you are dismissing. I, along with 
former Selectman Roger Collins checked 
Austin’s credentials carefully before he 
was hired and we were convinced we had 
lines on a very capable man.

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town are, that because of one subject you 
are dismissing him. ; 

“| hope the town candidates seeking re- 
election would venture out as you did and 
give their reasons. I ask that you go back 
and review the whole picture, and not just 
a couple of subjects, and reconsider this 
matter for the sake of the taxpayers and 
maintaining harmony in this town.”’ 

French replied the decision, ‘‘was not 
taken lightly.”

As for the purchasing agent matter, 
French said that an agreement had been 
reached with the school department three 
years ago and there was money in the 
budget for a purchasing agent. French 
also said that the financial reporting 
methods had been upgraded in recent 
years. 

Rev. Noss again addressed French, 
Stating ‘‘I still have a feeling about the 
sanctity of a person and the need for peo- 
ple of integrity in government,’’ at which 
point French reitereated that there were 
no personality conflicts or doubts about 
Mr. Austin’s integrity. 

“‘But,’’ Rev. Noss said, ‘‘we are not talk- 
ing necessarily about nice guyism. He has 
differed with you and you with him and we 
can’t afford not to have disagreement,” in 
relation of the governmental processes.

At Market 


While prices 

While prices for several fresh 
vegetables are up since the 
Florida freeze, there. are still 
some good fresh buys available, 
according to the Massachusetts 
Department of Food and 
Agriculture. 

Watch for specials in potatoes, 
and take advantage of this 
sometimes overlooked vegetable 
basic. One medium sized spud 
provides 20 of the 45 milligrams 
of vitamin C recommended daily, 
and only 90 calories. 

Prices for sweet potatoes, tur- 
nips, parsnips, butternut and blue 
hubbard squash have remained 
quite stable and these are just 
the typoe of hearty, satisfying 
vegetables that’s ideal for 
wintertime menues. 

There have also been specials 
in tomatoes, lettuce and 
cucumbers and prices for broc- 
coli, spinach and sweet peppers 
have not increased significantly 
from a month ago. 

Remember too that what is a 
“good food buy’’ is related to 
nutritive value as well as price. 
For example, fresh carrots may 
have climbed to more than 39 
cents a pound, but they are such 
an excellent source of vitamin A 
that they are really still worth 
the price. 

What we are accustomed to 
paying for various food products 
also affects our reaction to price 
increases. We are used to paying 
more than 39 cents for a quart of 
cola or a box of chocolate 
cookies, for example, yet neither 
offer any real nutritive value. 

Americans could improve their 
diets by eating more vegetables, 
fruits and whole grains and less 
foods high in sugar, salt and fat 
content, according to a recent 
repdort by the U. S. Senate Select 
Committee on Nutrition and 
Human Needs. 

So before over-reacting to in- 
creased fresh produce prices, it 
might make better sense to 
evaluate your totasl food

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Drama Coach Offered Stage 
Town Doesn’t Own As Yet

Dramatics Coach Robert 
King asked the school com- 
mittee Tuesday night for a 
Stage, and committeeman 
Frank Griggs had one ready for 
him; the Cardinal Cushing 
Gymnasium on Haverhill 
Street. 

When town meeting gave ap- 
proval for purchase of the 
Sacred Heart School grounds, it 
also included the gym, Griggs 
said, adding that he doubted if 
that the Crowninshield Corp., 
which is interested in the va- 
cant school building itself for 
apartments, would be in- 
terested in the gym. 

“It looks like the town is go- 
ing to ultimately be the owner 
anyway,” Griggs said of the 
gym which has a stage at the 
far end of its ‘‘ballroom.”’ 

The ‘‘offer’’ came during 
King’s report on dramatic 
plans, which include a revival 
of the theatrical ‘‘double bill’’ 
in April. The high school, he 
said, is planning to put on the 
“riotiously funny’’ Broadway 
show ‘You Can’t Take It With 
You”’ at 7 p.m. on the weekend 
of April 29, followed at 9 o’clock 
by a three-act mystery comedy, 
“Any Number Can Die.’’ The 
latter will be directed by Stu-

King, who has produced 11 
shows here in the past six 
years, said that one of the 
biggest problems facing the 
dramatics club is lack of a 
stage on which to perform, as 
well as rehearsal and storage 
space. 

He noted that some years ago 
town meeting lopped an 
auditorium off — the new high 
school after a plea by a man 
who subsequently moved ‘‘so 
his kids don’t suffer”’ for lack of 
it. 

‘“‘Couldn’t we have renewed 
enthusiasm,’’ he asked, for an 
auditorium-type facility. In ad- 
dition to the drama club, he 
said, the band, orchestra, a 
capella choir, mixed chorus and 
other groups suffer from lack of 
a Stage or even a raised plat- 
form at the high school. The 
only facility, he said, is the 
gym, where only half of the stu- 
dent body can fit at once. Even 
then, he said, they can’t all 
hear. 

High school dramatic 
offerings, including the up- 
coming ones, are usually per- 
formed at West Jr. High. - 

King also proposed a rehear- 
sal facility. Now, he said, the 
groups have to rehearse in the 
cafeteria without a stage and 
without props. 

Because the West auditorium 
is so booked for other activities, 
including classes, King said 
they have only three rehearsals 
with the actual set and props 
before a show. 

“That’s like practicing foot- 
ball for six weeks,’’ he said, 
“then having only three days in 
pads with the ball before the 
first game.”’ 

He also requested adequate 
and safe storage space near a 
Stage. 

Three years ago, he said, the 
dramatics group had no storage 
space for props or sets. Two 
years ago, he said the things 
were stored in the West Jr. 
High boiler room, but when 
they returned in the fall, some 
$400 worth of scenery was 
destroyed or had disappeared 
and $200 in props were missing. 

They now have $1000 worth of 
scenery and a promise of $500 
from the Punchard Trustees 
toward more, and storage 
space off the boiler room at 
West. Nevertheless, King pic- 
tured a virtual circus of getting 
the items downstairs, across a 
yard, around corners and onto 
the stage — where they need to 
be set, would have to then 
broken down again and return- 
ed after rehearsals. 

Somehow, King said, perfor- 
mance facilities should be 
available all year, and adequate 
enough that all interested 
youths could take part. As it is,

he said, some 200 try out for 


productions, while the biggest ed 


show only needs 35 to 40. 

Furthermore, he said, there 
should be a coordinated 
kindergarten through 12 
dramatics program. 

King said that based on last 
year’s figures, it takes about 
$563 to put a ‘‘minimum show”’ 
on stage without any scenery.

467 hours on one show last year 
— including search time for a 
script, planning, tryouts, and 
rehearsals. He said at least 
seven weeks of rehearsals are | 
necessary, with a minimum of 
three hours a day for four days.

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Carbon Monoxide 
Danger At Peak 


Snowstorms and cold weather 
greatly increase the dangers to 
car occupants from carbon 
monoxide exhaust fumes, the 
Automobile Club of Merrimack 
Valley warned this week. 

“Just because cars have pollu- 
tion controls on them, it doesn’t 
mean carbon monoxide is less of 
a threat,’’ said David J. 
Christensen, executive vice- 
president of the Automobile 
Club. ‘‘It doesn’t take much — 
only 1 percent inside your car — 
to be fatal. Translated, that 
means a hatful in the car can kill 
you; a cupful can make you sick. 

“‘The symbol for carbon 
monoxide is CO and that tells the 
story — the gas is colorless and 
odorless. It’s also tasteless.’’

‘“‘During the recent 
snowstorms and cold spells, 
many motorists who drive to and 
from work sitting in closed-up 
cars for long periods found 
themselves tired and groggy,” 
Christensen pointed out. ‘This 
may have been a touch of carbon 
monoxide poisoning, but 
probably people attributed it to 
boredom and frustration.

There are two quite similar 
murres that occasionally come 
as far south as southern New 
England: the common murre and 
the thick-billed murre. Both are 
birds of the open sea, seldom 
venturing within vision from the 
coast in winter. The late Ludlow 
Griscom reported the common 
murre as never having been seen 
in Massachusetts before 1913 and 
his earliest date for a confirmed 
sighting of the thick-billed murre 
in Massachusetts waters was 


several in offshore water at Hull; 
one at Concord; one at 
Wakefield; one at Milton; one at 
Quincy; one at Billerica, and one 
at Marshfield. Another alcid, a 
small robin-sized bird known as 
the dovekie, was found in 
Melrose. 


The fact that there was an un- 
usual number of thick-billed 
murres off the coast became evi- 
dent in mid-December. Richard 
Viet of Hull saw 450 thick-billed 
murres at Andrew’s Point, 
Rockport, on Dec. 16 and 2300 
there on Dec. 17. Wallace Bailey 
and Ruth P. Emery counted 3000 
thick-billed murres from First 
Encounter Beach in Eastham on 
Dec. 18, and Christmas Count 
birders saw 900 at Brewster and 
700 at Eastham on Dec. 19. 

Wierdly, among the few birds 
which came ashord oiled after 
the Argo Merchant disaster, 
common murres outnumbered 
thick-billed two to one.

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Sales and earnings of Standex 
International Corporation 
(NYSE) set new records in the 
second fiscal quarter and first 
half periods ended Dec. 31. They 
were the highest for any quarter 
and six-month period in the 
history of the company. 

In announcing the latest 
results, Daniel E. Hogan, 
STandex chairman and chief ex- 
ecutive, forecast that fiscal 1977 
would be ‘‘another record year 
for Standex, despite the severe 
effects of recent cold weather 
conditions and sizable write-offs 
associated with the closing of an 
outdated housewares facility.’’ 
He projected a gain of ‘‘at least 
10% in earnings’’ over th eprior 
year and sales in excess of $200 
million. 

In the first half, Standex sales 
rose 14% to $102,810,000, up from 
$90,002,000 the year before. Net 
income rose 11% to $3,962,000, or 
$1.38 per share, up from $3,555,- 
000, or $1.28 per share a year ago. 

In the second quarter period, 
sales increased 9% to $53,025,000 
from $48,767,000 the year before. 
Net income for the quarter rose 
8% to $2,208,000, or 76° per share, 
up from $2,053,000, or 74° per 
share in the prior year. Per share 
earnings in the latest periods are 
based on an average of 2,880,000 
shares, compared with 2,772,000 
shares a year earlier. 

Net income and earnings 
figures for the prior-year periods 
have been restated in accordance 
with the new foreign currency 
translation regulations (FASB 
8). Under these regulations, last 
year’s second quarter earnings 
have been restated upwards by 1* 
a share, while this year’s second 
quarter has been reduced by 4° 
per share. For the six-month 
period, last year’s earnings have 
been restated upwards by 6 a 
share, while this year’s first half 
has been reduced by 8* a share, 
Without the currency ad- 
justments, Mr. Hogan indicated, 
earnings in the latest quarter 
would have increased 10% to 80° 
per share, and earnings in the 
first half would have shown a 
gain of 20% to $1.46 per share. 

Mr. Hogan attributed the 
record results to ‘‘healthy sales 
gains”’ in all four product groups. 
“Qverall’’, he said, ‘‘most of our 
divisions are doing very well, and 
prospects for the balance of the 
year are quite good.’’ However, 
Mr. Hogan pointed out several 
factors which will affect the 
results of the current fiscal year. 
Severe winter conditions and the 
shortage of natural gas have 
caused the closing of important 
plants for several weeks in 
Cleveland, Cincinnati and 
Rochester, N.Y. 

During the past six months, 
Standex has absorbed or reserv- 
ed for over $500,000 in losses in- 
curred in the elimination of an 
outdated housewares product 
line and the liquidation of the 
related Everedy manufacturing 
facility. Mr. Hogan stated that 
‘the reserves provided for in the 
first six months will be adequate 
for the balance of the liquidation, 
which will be completed in the 
current fiscal year.” 

Mr. Hogan stated that ‘‘while 
our housewares operations were 
somewhat disappointing,’’ 
Standex’s consumer mail order 
operations ‘‘turned in very 
satisfactory results.’’ The In- 
situtional Products Group made 
“excellent gains’’ as its food ser- 
vice eqipment lines and its new 
modular furniture/partition 
systems met increasing accep- 
tance. In the Industrial/Elec- 
tronics Group, the steel joist and 
electronics divisions produced 
significant gains over the prior 
year. The former, which 
produces structural steel 
members for non-residential con- 
struction, reversed last year’s 
sizable losses and ‘‘is now 
operating on a profitable basis,” 
Mr. Hogan said. He added that 
Standex’s British electronics 
subsidiary, Comtelco LImited, 
‘is now producing consistently 
growing earnings, following four 
years of costly research and 


development activities — all of 
which have been expensed.”’ 
Mr. Hogan added that Standex- 
*s book value currently amounts 
to $25.55 per share, it has a 
current ratio of 3.1:1, and has lit- 
tle short-term debt. Last week, 
the board of directors voted a 
quarterly dividend of 20° per 
common share, payable ori Feb.

Mr. Hogan indicated that 
Standex is now seeking ac- 
quisitions which are primarily 
related to its present areas of ac- 
tivity — such as electronics and 
institutional products.

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An Important Move 


The Andover selectmen this week, acting on the 
recommendations of administrators, went on record as 
favoring a nationwide search for the executive director 
of the Greater Lawrence Sanitary District. 

The move is a proper one. 

The new plant, which is to treat sewage from four 
Greater Lawrence communities before placing it in the 
Merrimack River, is due to go on line sometime this 
year. 

Andover, with North Andover, Methuen and 
Lawrence, are the communities involved in the district, 
which has received $50 million in federal and state 
funds to build the plant. 

Creation of the district was to relieve individual com- 
munities from having to comply with the mandate to 
clean up the Merrimack — which would have been most 
costly. 

The participating communities will be paying in ex- 
cess of $3 million toward the operating expenses of the 
plant when it becomes operational. 

Both Public Works Director Robert E. McQuade and 
Town Manager J. Maynard Austin advised the 
selectmen, that Andover should insist on a search for 
the best qualified person to be the district’s executive 
director. 

This is a comparatively new field 
particularly in this northeast area. 

Such an operation should be provided supervision by a 
person qualified in the operation of such a plant and be 
equipped with the technical knowledge of those who will 
be in charge of its many functions. 

The position carries with it a salary range of $30,000- 
$34,000. 

We would judge that a person. knowledgeable in the 
environmental sciences, can be obtained within the 


nationally, and 


price range. 

The statement issued by the selectmen, asserting that 
a nationwide search should be conducted, also indicates 
a fear inherent in such appointments. 

The board states, ‘‘the failure to pursue a nationwide 
recruiting campaign would raise serious doubts in the 
eyes of our taxpayers regarding the public trust they 
have placed in the Greater Lawrence Sanitary District 
Commission.”’ 

We would be less than pleased to see a project which 
has moved along so well, suddenly take on the overtones 
of political machinations, which would result if the 
commission did not now seek the best qualified can- 
didate for this most important post.

Oil Companies Hold Back Gas 


by Jack Anderson 
with Joe Spear 


WASHINGTON — Though 
denials are ringing throughout 
Capitol Hill hallways, the natural 
gas companies can’t seem to 
allay suspicions that they are 
deliberately withholding sup- 
plies to force up prices. 

We have been able to confirm 
that gas wells have been capped 
and the gas held in the ground. 
The federal government has evi- 
dence showing Gulf Oil Com- 
pany has withheld gas from 
needy customers up north. Shell 
Oil has an incredible two trillion 
cubic feet of gas in its reserves. 
Both companies have cited tech- 
nical problems as an excuse for 
holding back the flow of gas. 

Both Gulf and Shell have also 
been accused of illegally keep- 
ing gas off the market. Yet the 
Federal Power Commission 
hasn’t shown any interest in 
pressing charges so far. And the 
Justice Dept. has been even less 
enthusiastic about prosecuting 
the gas hoarders. 

Some congressmen believe 
that the failure to regulate the 
industry is really responsible for 
the gas crisis. The way they see 
it, the gas companies were led to 
believe that deregulation was 
right around the corner. Former 
Interior Secretary Rogers Mor- 
ton actually told a group of oil 
executives in the White House: 
“Our mission is to serve you, not 
regulate you.” 

Capitol Hill insiders believe 
the gas companies have been en- 
couraged to hold back their sup- 
plies and wait for higher prices. 
Now, several congressmen, led 
by Rep. John Moss, D.-Calif., are 
urging the new attorney general,

A task force investigating 
team was dispatched to the U.S. 
Geological Survey office in 
Metarie, La. There the investiga- 
tors will pore over information 
collected on oil and gas reserves. 
But Andrus is skeptical of even 
the government's own informa- 
tion. The problem is that the 
government’s figures are sup- 
plied by the oil and gas industry.

course, AT and T doesn’t want to 
lose its monopoly and the com- 
pany is spending millions to fight 
the competition. 

AT and T executives have 
been lobbying on Capitol Hill to 
gain favor for a “Consumer 
Communications Reform Act.” 
Actually, the bill has nothing to 
do with consumer reforms. On 
the contrary, if passed into law, 
the act would effectively elimi- 
nate all competition within the 
industry. But three courageous 
congressmen have decided to 
take on “Ma Bell.” They are 
Richard Ottinger of New York, 
Charles Whalen of Ohio and Tim 
Wirth of Colorado. They have 
prepared a tough resolution to 
replace AT and T’s. 

The congressmen’s proposed 
act says in part, “Competition in 
the tele-communications indus- 
try should be permitted 
wherever such competition 
serves the public.” The two bills 
should give Congress a clear 
choice between a monopolized 
telephone system and a free-en- 
terprise system henefiting the 
public. 

Cash On Hand: When 
Richard Nixon left the White 
House in disgrace, he couldn't 
take $3.5 million left over from 
his 1972 re-election campaign. 
The money was placed in trust 
and some late campaign bills 
have been paid from the funds. 
But over the last couple of years, 
Watergate lawyers have been 
freely dipping into the cash and 
now there’s only $1,239,780.89 left. 

According to the law, the 
money cannot be used to pay the 
legal fees of Watergate figures 
who are convicted. But ex-At- 
torney General John Mitchell 
and ex-Commerce Secretary 
Maurice Stans were found inno- 
cent in one case. So their lawyers 
quickly withdrew a whopping 
$200,000 from the Nixon fund. 

Mitchell has now been con- 
victed of another Watergate 
felony and Stans pleaded guilty 
to Watergate misdemeanors. 
Yet Stans is trying to sift another

Another Watergate defendant, 
Robert Mardian, was found 
guilty in his trial, but the convic- 
tion was overturned on appeal. 
Now Mardian’s attorneys are 
trying to get a slice of the pie. 
The Watergate burglars, mean- 
while, are suing the trust fund 
for $2 million. They allege that 
they were victims of fraud and 
malice by the Nixon campaign. 
And the people who administer 
the fund have to be taken care 
of, too -- they siphon off $4,000 a 
month for their fees. 

Taxing Choice: Washington 
has been whispering about 
President Carter’s strange 
failure to choose a new commis- 
sioner to head the Internal 
Revenue Service. The job was 
one of the hot spots of the Nixon 
administration. Yet, Carter has 
left former President Nixon's 
commissioner, Donald Alex- 
ander, hanging on. Now the wait 
is over. We have learned that 
President Carter will name Phil- 
adelphia lawyer Jerome Kurtz 
to head the IRS any day now. 

The choice was delayed 
because the White House wanted 
the American Bar Association to 
recommend candidates. A few 
days ago, the association’s tax 
lawyers huddled behind closed 
doors in New Orleans and 
picked Kurtz as their man. 

One of Kurtz's most immediate 
jobs will be to reorganize the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms. Donald Alexander 
told us that in 1972, Richard Nix- 
on intended to turn the bureau 
into a political arm of the Whiite 
House. He made it a separate 
agency within the Treasury 
Dept. and planned on planting 
political goons there -- people 
like G. Gordon Liddy. Alexander 
has proposed a reorganization 
plan which might now be 
adopted.

Section 22 Dogs — Restraint Required 


A. No person shall own or keep a dog in the Town of Andover outside of the con- 
fines of the owner’s or keeper’s property any dog which is not held firmly ona 
leash or which is not under the complete control of the owner or keeper. 


B. Penalty and Prosecution 


The dog officer is the enforcing officer of this ordinance, and he shall enter and 
prosecute a complaint against the owner or keeper of any dog, if such owner or 
keeper violates the provisions of this ordinance or any part thereof. 


Whenever a complaint is sought in a district court for a violation of this or- 
dinance, made under the provisions of Section one hundred and seventy-three 
of Chapter one hundred forty of the General Laws, the clerk shall send a 
written notice to the person complained against stating that such a complaint 
has been sought and will issue unless such person appears before such clerk 
and confesses the offense either personally or through an agent duly authorized 
in writing, or by mailing to such clerk, with the notice the fine provided herein. 
Payment to the clerk of a fine of twenty-five dollars ($25.00) shall operate as a 
final disposition of the case; under this section, Such payment shall be made 
only by postal note, money order or check. 


Proceedings under this section shall not be deemed criminal; and no person 
notified to appear before the clerk of a district court as provided herein shall be 
required to report to any probation officer; and no record of the case shall be 
entered in the probation records. 


ARTICLE 37. To see if the Town will vote to accept a gift from the Estate of Anna 
Greeley in the amount of $5,000 under the provision of Miss Greeley’s will to wit: 


Dollars to be invested by the Treasurer thereof; the annual income to be ex- 
pended for books on travel, history, art, poetry and for prints and musical 
recordings as selected by the Director of the Memorial Hall Library for use by 
said Library and the borrowers therefrom.

ARTICLE IX: ANDOVER HISTORIC DISTRICTS BYLAW: 


SECTION L. TITLE 

This Bylaw shall be known as and may be cited as the Andover Historic Districts 
Bylaw, pursuant to authority granted by Chapter 40C of the Massachusetts General 
Laws. 


SECTION II. PURPOSE 

The purpose of this Bylaw is to promote the educational, cultural, physical, economic 
and general welfare of the public through the preservation and protection of the 
architectural and historical assets of the Town of Andover, including buildings, sites, 
and districts of historical and architectural interest; through the maintenance of such 
assets of the history of the Town of Andover, the Commonwealth, and the Nation, and 
through the encouragement of design and construction compatible therewith. 


SECTION II. ESTABLISHMENT OF DISTRICTS 


A. Central Street Historic District 
The boundaries of the Central Street Historic District are established and 
located as shown on the plan of land entitled ‘‘Boundaries of the Central Street 
Historic District’, dated January, 1977. Said plan of land is on file with the Of- 
Ce a the Town Clerk, and shall be recorded with the North Essex Registry of 
eeds. 


B. Plan of Land 
Each of the plans of land referred to in paragraph A, above, is hereby declared 
to be part of this Bylaw. 


SECTION IV. HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 
A. Establishment and Membership 


There is hereby established the Andover Historic District Commission, 
hereinafter referred to as the District Commission, which shall consist of 
seven (7) members and three (3) alternate members to be appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen as provided in Chapter 40C of the Massachusetts General 
Laws. , - 


The membership of the District Commission shall, whenever possible, in- 
clude the following: 


One member selected from two (2) nomineees submitted by the Andover 
= Historical Society. 


One member selected from two (2) nominees submitted by the Andover 
Historical Society. 


One member selected from two (2) nominees submitted by the Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects covering the area. 


One member selected from two (2) nominees submitted by the Board of 
Realtors covering the area. 


One member selected from two (2) nominees submitted by the Andover 
Planning Board. 


If, however, within thirty (30) days after the submission of a written request 
for nominees to any of the aforesaid groups, no such nominations have been 
made, then the Board of Selectmen may proceed to make the appointment or 
appointments to the District Commission without nominations by such group or 
groups. Alternate members need not be selected from nominees submitted by 
any particular groups or organizations. All members of the District Commis- 
sion and all alternate members shall be residents of the Town of Andover dur- 
ing their term of office. 


The membership of the District Commission shall, whenever possible, in- 
clude at least one person who, during that person’s term of office, is both a 
resident of, and owner of property in an Historic District to be administered by 
the Commission. 


B. Terms 


When the District Commission is first established, two (2) members shall be 
appointed for one-year terms; two (2) members shall be appointed for two- 
year terms; and the remaining three (3) members shall be appointed for three- 
year terms; each of three (3) alternate members shall be appointed for three- 
year terms. At the expiration of the respective terms, the Board of Selectmen 
shall appoint successors for three-year terms in the manner described in 
paragraph A., above. Vacancies for any unexpired term shall be filled in the 
same manner as in the original appointment for the unexpired term. Each 
member and alternate shall continue in office after the expiration of his term 
until his successor is duly appointed and qualified. 


C. Officers 


The District Commission shall elect annually a Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman from its own number and a Secretary from within its number. 


D. Alternate Members 


In case of the absence, inability to act or unwillingness to act because of self- 
interest on the part of a member of the District Commission, his place shall be 
taken by an alternate member designated by the Chairman. 


E. Compensation 
All members and all alternates shall serve without compensation. 
SECTION V. ADMINISTRATION OF HISTORIC DISTRICTS 


Except as otherwise provided in Section VI below, no building or structure located 
within an Historic District shall be constructed, moved or altered in any way that 
affects exterior architectural features and no building or structure shall be moved into 
an Historic District unless the Commission shall first have issued a certificate of ap- 
propriateness, a certification’ of non-applicability or a certificate of hardship with 
respect to such construction, location or movement. 


As used in this Section, the words ‘‘building’’, ‘‘structure’’, “constructed”, “altered’’, 
and “exterior architectural features’, shall have the meanings set forth in Section 5 
(Definitions) of Chapter 40C of the Massachusetts General Laws. 


Any person who desires to obtain a certificate from the District Commission shall file 
with said Commission an application for a certificate of appropriateness, a certificate of 
non-applicability or a certificate of hardship, as the case may be, in such form as the 
District Commission may reasonably determine, together with such plans, elevations, 
specifications, material and other information including, in the case of demolition or 
removal, a statement of the proposed condition and appearance of the property 
thereafter, as may be reasonably deemed necessary by the District Commission to 
enable it to make a determination on the application. 


No building permit for construction of a building or structure or for alteration of an 
exterior architectural feature within any of the aforesaid Historic Districts and no 
demolition permit for demolition or removal of a building or structure within any of the 
aforesaid Historic Districts shall be issued by the Town or any department thereof until 
the certificate required by this Section has been issued by the District Commission. 


SECTION VI, CATEGORIES EXEMPT FROM REVIEW 


A. The authority of the District Commission shall not extend to the review of the 
following: 


1. Temporary structures or signs, to be in use for not more than thirty (30) 55 


days, if not in conflict with such regulations as may be adopted by the Commis- 
sion. 


2. Terraces, walks, driveways, sidewalks and similar structures, or any one or 
more of them, provided that any such structure is substantially at grade level. 


3. Storm doors, storm windows, screens, window air-conditioners, television 
antennae, and similar appurtenances. 


4. The re-construction, substantially similar in exterior design, of a building, 
structure or exterior architectural feature damaged or destroyed by fire, 
storm or other disaster, provided such re-construction is begun within one (1) 
year thereafter and carried forward with due diligence. 


5. Color and type of paint. 
6. The color of materials used on roofs. 
7. Walls and fences. 


8. Ordinary maintenance, repair or replacement of any exterior architectural 
feature if such repair, maintenance or replacement does not involve a fun- 
damental change in design or materials. 


SECTION VII. POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE DISTRICT COMMISSION 


A. The District Commission shall have ail the powers and duties conferred and imposed 
on Historic District Commissions by the General Laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. 


B. In passing upon matters before it, the Commission shall consider, among other 
things, the historic and architectural value and significance of the site, building or struc- 
ture, the general design, and arrangement of the features involved, and the relation of 
such features to similar features of buildings and structures in the surrounding area. In 
the case of new construction or additions to existing buildings or structures, the Com- 
mission shall consider the appropriateness of the size and shape of the building or struc- 
ture both in relation to the land area upon which the building or structure is situated and 
to buildings and structures in the vicinity. 


C. In the case of a disapproval of an application for a certificate of appropriateness, or a 
certificate of non-applicability, or a certificate of hardship, the District Commission 
shall place upon its records the reasons for such determination and shall forthwith cause 
a notice of its determination, accompanied by a copy of the reasons therefore as set 
forrth in the records of the District Commission, to be issued to the applicant, and the 
District Commission may make recommendations to the applicant with respect to ap- 
propriateness of the general design and arrangement of the features involved. Prior to 
the issuance of any disapproval, the District Commission may notify the applicant of its 
proposed action accompanied by recommendations of change in the applicant’s proposal 
which, if made, would make the application acceptable to the District Commission. If 
within fourteen (14) days of the receipt of such a notice, the applicant files a written 
modification of his application in conformity with the recommended changes of the 
District Commission, said Commission shall cause a certificate of appropriateness to be 
issued to the applicant. 


D. It is the intent of this Bylaw that the District Commission, when acting on a case of 
alleged financial hardship, shall thoroughly consider the evidence of financial hardship, 
and if convinced of the existence of such a financial hardship, the District Commission 
shall make every reasonable effort to alleviate serious financial hardship. 


E. The District Commission shall serve in an advisory capacity to the Board of 
Selectmen, the Planning Board, the Zoning Board of Appeals, the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission and any other public agency, in matters pertaining to, or affec- 
ting any historic structures or sites in any of the aforesaid historic districts. 


F. The District Commission, at all times, shall act with a clear understanding of the 
needs of the property owners, businesses and residents of the aforesaid Historic 
Districts to enjoy the amenities of modern life in the use of their homes and properties. 


SECTION VIII. PENALTY 


Any violation of any provision of this Bylaw, or any decision rendered by the District 
Commission, when acting under authority of this Bylaw, may be punished by a fine of 
not more than two hundred ($200.00) dollars for each offense. 


Each day such violation continues, shall constitute a separate offense. 
SECTION IX. SEVERABILITY 


If any section, paragraph or part of this Bylaw is, for any reason, declared to be in- 
valid, unconstitutional or otherwise improper or unenforceable by any court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction, every other section, paragraph and part of this Bylaw shall continue in 
full force and effect.

TOWN CHARTER AMENDMENTS 


The Andover Board of Selectmen will hold a Public Hearing in the 
Auditorium of the Memorial Hall Library on Monday evening, 
February 28, 1977 at 8:00 p.m., in accordance with Section 10 of 
Chapter 43B of the General Laws on the following proposed 
amendments to Charter of the Town of Andover, Chapter 571, Acts 
of 1956 as submitted by Selectman Richard J. Bowen: 

Section 15 entitled ‘‘Estimate of Expenditures’’ of said Town 
Charter be deleted and the following substituted therefore: 


A. Submission of Budget. On or before a date established by Town 
By-Law, the town manager shall submit to the Board of Selectmen 
and the Finance Committee a budget for the ensuing fiscal year and 
an accompanying budget message. At the request of the town 
manager, all town boards, committees, officers and other agencies 
of the Town shall submit to the manager in such form and according 
to such schedule of time as the manager may require, detailed 
statements of the appropriations requested for the conduct of their 
respective boards, committees, offices, departments and agencies 
during the next fiscal year. 


B. Budget Message. The manager’s message shall explain the 
budget both in fiscal terms and in terms of work programs. It shall 
outline the proposed financial policies of the Town for the ensuing 
fiscal year, describe the important features of the budget, indicate 
any major changes from the current year in financial policies, ex- 
penditures and revenues together with reasons for such changes, 
summarize the Town’s debt position and include such other material 
as the manager deems desirable. 


C. Budget. The budget shall provide a complete financial plan of 
all Town funds and activities for the ensuing fiscal year. In organiz- 
ing the budget, the manager shall utilize the most feasible combina- 
tion of expenditure classification by fund, organization unit, 
program, purpose or activity, and object. It shall begin with a clear 
general summary of its contents, shall show in detail all estimated 
income, indicating the proposed property tax rate and levy, and all 
proposed expenditures, including debt service, for the ensuing 
fiscal year; and shall be so arranged as to show comparative figures 
for actual and estimated income and expenditures of the current 
fiscal year and actual income and expenditures of the preceding two 
fiscal years. It shall indicate in separate sections: 

1) Proposed expenditures for current operations during the en- 
suing fiscal year, detailed by offices, departments and agencies in 
terms of their respective work programs, and the method of finan- 
cing such expenditures. 

2) Proposed capital expenditures during the ensuing fiscal year, 
detailed by offices, departments and agencies when practicable, and 
the proposed method of financing each such capital expenditure; 
and 

3) Anticipated net surplus or deficit for the ensuing fiscal year of 
each utility owned and operated by the Town and the proposed 
method of its disposition; subsidiary budgets for each such utility 
giving detailed income and expenditure information shall be at- 
tached as appendices to the budget. 

The total of proposed expenditures shall not exceed the total of 
estimated income. 


D. Capital Improvement Program. The manager shall prepare 
with the assistance of the Town Planning Board and submit to the 
Board of Selectmen a five-year capital improvement program at 
least three months prior to the final date for submission of the 
budget. The capital improvement program shall include: 

1) A clear general summary of its contents; 

2) A list of all capital improvements which are proposed to be un- 
dertaken during the five fiscal years next ensuing, with appropriate 
supporting information as to the necessity for such improvements; 

3) Cost estimates, method of financing and recommended time 
schedules for each such improvement; and 

4) The estimated annual cost of operating and maintaining the 
facilities to be constructed or acquired. 

The above information may be revised and extended each year 
with regard to capital improvements still pending or in process of 
construction or acquisition.
